This is a decision on the petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment in the above- identified application, filed on 24

As petitioner has provided convincing evidence that a reply to 
the Notice to File Missing Parts was transmitted to the USPTO on 
3 August, 2 005, the showing of record is that a response was 
timely filed, and, there is no abandonment in fact.
